LIVED LONG YEARS 
AFTER AWFUL FALL 


Parachute Jumner Dies in His Bed Out 
West, Having Survived a Fall of 
Half a Mite. 


The man who fell 3,000 feet from a 
balloon lived seventeen yeirs longer 
than anyone but himself suid we would, 
When crushed and paralyzed and des- 
paired of by surgeons, he insisted that 
he would survive to go up again, and 
he did. The great fal) occurred in 
Venezuela in 1895, Seventeen years 
later, the man died in Mdmonton, Alta., 
after an illness of several months. He 
was Chares Wolcott, professional aero- 
naut. There is no record of another 
experience like his. 

Woleott was the son of a Louisiana 
planter, who lost everything in the 
Civil War. The boy joined a circus 
flated. Wolcott hopped on the tra- 
peze performer. He was with Sclls 
Brothers and the original Adam Fore- 
paugh show. In 1882, when Wolcott 
was eighteen years old, the balloonist 
and parachute jumper of the circus fell 
and was killed. *‘ The boy succeeded 
him and made ascensions in this coun- 
try until in the fall of 1895, he went to 
Venezuela to see what the South Am- 
ericans thought of aeronautics. 

On Oct. 28 he was in Ville de Cura 
with the first balloon ever seen in that 
region. Thousands of natives were as- 
sembled, and Wolcott had no assist- 
ant to keep them back. While he was 
busy filling the bag with hot air the 
Venezuelans were fingering the ropes 
and parachute and trampling them in 
the mud. 

Finally the swaying balloon was in- 
he could without checking his descent, 
peze and up he went. He always said 
afterward that he arose between 3,000 
and 3,500 feet before cutting loose the 
parachute. At any rate the parachute 
did not open. The mud trampled into 
it had fastened the ropes as if with 
cement The  aeronaut, shooting 
straight downward, Kept his head and 
tugged at the ropes in an attempt to 
shake them free. Having done all he 
he could without checking his descent, 
he made his body ready for what he 
xneW was coming. He remembered 
that his best chance of avoiding mor- 
tal injury, if such a thing could be, was 
to hit the ground feet first, so ke held 
his legs rigidly straight with toes point- 
ed downward, 

Within 200 feet of the earth the para- 
chute opened, but it was gong so fast 
that the air split its covering in halfa 
dozen places. Wolcott hit the ground 
in the middle of a level field. T.he sur- 
gical inventory taken many days later 
disclosed that several bones in each 
foot were broken; that both ankles, 
both knees and both hips were dislo- 
cated; that the pelvis and left arm 
were fractured; that the ribs on the 
left side were torn from the spine; that 
the lower vertebrae were dislocated 
and slightly cracked, and that there 
was pressure on the spinal cord. 

Wolcott, who was conscious all the 
time, was carricd to a hut and left 
alone suffering intensely. He sent 
away the only doctor in the place be- 
cause the doctor said the only thing 
to do was to bleed him. He stayed in 
the hut all night, ‘t&eeping himself 
awake by smoking cigarettes, for he 
believed that he would die if he once 
became unconscious. 

The next morning Wolcott started for 
the railway station at Caguo on a4 
stretcher, guarded by twenty soldiers, 
and he finally rcached the hospital at 
Caracas. 

For three days thereafter he slept 
under an anaesthetic. He was para- 
lyzed from the waist down. The sur- 
geons told him he would die, but they 
gave him the best of treatment. every 
fracture and dislocation was reduced 
except that of the rigut hip joint. In 
a few months he was well cnough, 
though still helpless, to sail for New 
York, There he entered St. Luke's 
Hospital. tradually he regained the 
use of bis legs and arms, though bis 
right hip remained dislocated and his 
spine bent. In spite of what he had 
come through, he was making con- 
tracts for parachute jumps within a 
year of the time he fell. 


WEALTH OF FORESTS 


British Columba Trees Add Many Mill- 
lions to Their Value Yearly. 

Outside of the agricultural lands, 
those under water, covered wth snow, 
or still unexplored, it is estimated that 
there is in British Columbia an area 
of 65 million acres capable of produc- 
ing merchantable timber. Mr. R. EB, 
Renedict, of the Forest Branch, stated 
that the amount of wocd annually ad- 
ded to the standing forests through 
the natural process of growth, is 10 
feet per acre. Tlence it would appear 
that 61-2 bition feet of timber is being 
added as interest to the wood capital 
every year. Mr. Benedict places the 
value of this growth roughly at $100. 
000,000 per annum, but benefits In e@x- 
cess of this amount will certainly ac- 
crue. At the present time, when only 
one-quarter of the annual grow th is be- 
ing cut. the rpturns to the community 
are over $28,000,000 a year.

An Estimate of the Future Population 
of Saskatchewan and Alberta

thirty years from the present time the 
provinces of Saskatchewan and Alber- 
ta will have a population of from 
twenty to twenty-five millions, an an- 
nual agricultural wealth of 3,500,000,- 
000 and an output of manufactured 
products of $3,000,000,000 or more; 
one city of over two million popula- 
tion; two cities with populations be- 
tween four hundred thousand and 
seven hundred thousand, three cities 
of from one hundred thousand to three 
hundred thousand, and nine cities be- 
tween fifty thousand and one hundred 
thousand, and in additiun several 
dozens of large towns. He bases his 
calculations on the growth of the 
Middle West of the United States 
within the past fifty years. . 

Big Immigration 

At present Western Canada has an 
annual immigration of three hundred 
thousand, while the averuge number 
of people who entered the Middle 
Western States from 1880 up to the 
present time has been only two hun- 
dred thousand per year; yet the Middle 
Western States, covering an area no 
greater than that of the two Canadian 
provinces, have now a population of 
twenty millions. Before 1880 there 
was no real development in this ter- 
ritory, and even after that there were 
obstacles to its settlement and ada- 
vancement which do not exist in the 
Canadian provinces. For the develop- 
ment of her West Canada has the 
advantage of three transcontfnental 
railways, facilities for obtaining a 
very abundant capital for productive 
purposes on a scale which contrasts 
most favorably with the conditions 
which obtainec thirty years ago when 
the United States West was being de- 
veloped. Besides this the markets of 
the world are open for the profitable 
disposal of everything that Canada can 
possibly raise, a factor which assures 
continued prosperity and cumulative 
growth. 

Splendid Opportunities 

Commenting upon this glowing es- 
timate, the Vancouver Sunset says: 

“On its face this calculation may 
appear exaggerated , but a little re- 
flection will convince the smost con- 
servative mind that the picture is not 
overdrawn. Immigration is increas- 
ing year by year, and increasing at 
an astonishing rate. It is not too 
much to expect that within seven or 
elght years it will be double what it 
is to-day. All of this, of course, will 
not be taken by Saskatchewan and 
Alberta, but the greater part will go 
to the West, and a simple arithmetical 


.calculation will show that an estimate 


of twenty millions of people for the 
territory from Manitoba to the Pacific 
Coast in thirty years’ time is in reality 
a modest one.” 

The West affords splendid oppor- 
tunities for the Canadian manufac- 
turer if he will only take advantage 
of them by establishing branch fac- 
tories at strategic points. At the 
moment United States manufacturers 
are showing great enterprise in that 
direction. 


MEAT SUPPLIES 


Farmers Should Go Into The Cattle 
Industry on a Large Scale 


As an indication that the Canadian 
Northwest is in the same position as 
the east in regard to meat supplies, 
last year’s live stock receipts at Win- 
nipeg Stock Yards are significant. 
Receipts of cattle have fallen off 
stendily during the last five years, 
while prices have shown more than a 
relative advance, due to a growing de- 
mand. Receipts of shep and lambs 
have, on the other hand, steadily in- 
creased, and the prices paid, though 
considerably above those of 1911, were 
below those of 1910 and 1909. The 
run of hogs was well above that of 
1911 and 1909, but less than in 1908. 
With the exception of 1910, prices of 
hogs were higher during 1912 than for 
a number of years. The following 
table brings out these facts:—

One More Help for Western Farmers 


Since coming into power the Con- 
servatives have bent their enorgies 
towards solving the problems of the 
West.

DEATH OF LUTHER McCARTY IN 
THE PRIZE RING AT CALGARY 
ON MAY 24th, 


Luther McCarty came to a sudden 
end of his career on May 24th while 


enzaged in a boxing contest with 
Arthur Pelkey at the Manchester 
Arena, Calgary. The deceased was 


well known in Calgary, having fought 
his first match there two years ago ; 
and he had reeently defeated Jim 
Flynn and Al. Palzer, which  practi- 
cally stamped him as the white 
heavyweight champion of the world, 
There must have been 7,000 people 
present when McCarty and Pelky 
shook hands and commenced _ ‘the 
fight, which had only been in pro- 
gress one minute and forty-six sec- 
onds when McCarty was seen to reel 
and fall, never to rise again. ‘The 
referee proceeded to count him out, 
according to the rules, and declared 
Pelkey the winner, and the crowd 
present hailed him as such, thinking 
McCart was simply knocked out, 
but it was almost immediately found 
out that he was dead. Pelkey was 
arrested and afterwards released on 
bail. Arthur Pelkey was brought up 
before the magistrates on Monday 
and charged with manslaughter, but 
was again released on bail of $10,000 
put up by F. C. Lowes and Tommy 
Burns. The coroner's jury brought 
in a verdict of accidental death, the 
immediate cause being the sublasci- 
tation of the fourth cervical verte- 
brae, with no evidence to show how 
the injury was occasioned. A most 
unusual event took place a few min- 
utes previous to the fight, when the

RAILROAD YEAR| BALD HEADS AND HATS 


Millions Being Spent for Rolling Stock: 


—Prosperity for Stcel Mills 

The enormous railway development 
of Canada, particularly in the West, 
is reflected in an article written by 
Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, for the 
Monetary Times. : 

“Notwithstanding the large amount 
of railway construction in Canada dur- 
Ing the past year,” says Sir Thomas, 
“there Is every indication that quite 
@s much will be required during the 
coming year. This mans a great deal 
for the country because, besides giv- 
ing employment to many thousands of 
men in the making of the railways, it 
naturally stimulates manufacturing in 
the rail mills, iron and steel works, lum- 
ber mills and a large number of other 
establishments, and keeps the wheel of 
National prosperity spinning. 

“Speaking for our own company, the 
rail requirements for the next year 
will approximae 250,000 tons, -and 
these, with the requisite fastenings, 
will represent an expenditure of over 
$8,000,000. 

“During the past year in addition to 
keeping our own manufacturing shops 
occupied to their capacity, we have 
taken all the cars and locomotives 
that we could have built in Canada, 
and have also made large contracts 
with manufacturers in the United 
States. At the present time our out- 
standing orders for cars and Jocomo- 
tives, to be delivered before the end of 
1918, aggregate $30,000,000, and a very 
large proportion of this amount will be 
Bpent in Canada. 

“Then there are the other works, to 
which reference was made in the an- 
nual report. The extension of our 
double track system East and West, 
the important terminal works at Mon- 
treal, Toronto, Winnipeg and Van- 
couver, and the large locomotive and 
car works at Ogden, near Calgary, that 
will involve the employment of very 
many men, and the use of a great deal 
of material. 

“We fully recognize the transporta- 
tion necessities and claims of the coun- 
try and it is our anxious desire to 
meet them in so far as the obligation 
rests with our company but our opera- 
tions are frequently delayed by condi- 
tions that we cannot overcome, such as 
an unfavorable season and a shortage 
of men and material. 

“My own feeling is, that, surveying 
the situation conservatively, the year 
1913 will be replete with development, 
progress and prosperity for Canada.” 


MAPLE SUGAR INDUSTRY 


Care In the Process of Manufacture 
Necessary for Good Results. 


From the time the earliest explorers 
discovered Indians making sugar 
from the maple tree until the present 
day the production of maple sugar has 
been an important industry fn Canada 
and the United States. These two 
countries are the only ones in which 
the industry flourishes. In a Farmers’ 
Bulletin issued by the United States 
Government it is stated that maple 
sugar and maple syrup are not now 
produced in such quantities as form- 
erly. “But,” the Bulletin goes on to 
say, “within the last six or seven 
years there has been a renewed ten- 
dency towards the production of a bet- 
ter grade of maple products. 

“Maple syrup or maple sugar pre- 
pared by the best methods is a light- 
colored, pleasant-tasting product. Con- 
trary characteristics are the result of 
uncleanly methods and possibly sour 
sap in 99 cases out of a hundred, and 
were manufacturers to take greater 
care in their methods their results 
would show improvements. This bet- 
ter grade may not appeal to many peo- 
ple who have been accustomed to the 
dark,stronger grades.” 

In relation to the present grawth of 
the sugar maple the bulletin states: — 

“Within its wide range the sugar 
maple appears as a predominant tree 
only in the New England States, New 
York, Southern Canada, Northern and 
Western Pennsylvania, and in parts of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Wis- 
consin, and Minnesota. In the south- 
ern Appalachians it occurs in scatter- 
ed bodies where climate conditions are 
similar to those.of the North. In the 
extreme northern part of New York 
State and the adjacent district of Que- 
bec the forest growth is often almost 
pure maple, and even considrably fur- 
ther south, where beech and birch be- 
come associate trees, the sugar maple 
holds its own as the dominant species. 
In Northern Pennsylvania, at an alti- 
tude of over 1,000°feet, the mixture is 
much the same as it is in New York. In 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois a similar 
condition “is found, but as the hilly 
nountry disappears the maple retreats 
to the richer and damper soils, leaving 
great areas to the oaks and chest- 
huts.” : :

ARE COMING IN 


And the Canadian Customs Tariff Is 
the Lever Which Forces Them 
to Our Side of the Line 


In a long letter dated at Medicine 
Hat, Alberta, on February 17th, Mr. 


Norman Lambert, a staff correspon-.- 


dent of the Toronto Globe, dwells up- 
on the fact that American salesmen 
sell vast quantities of United States 
factory products in the Canadian 
prairie provinces, but he adds: 
“When .the manufacturer of the 
United States ses that he can get 
such a large proportion of the rapidly 
increasing trade of western Canada, 
obstructtd as he {s by tariff restric- 
tions, it is an easy guess that he wil} 
come over here and compete harder 
than ever for business by actually 
manufacturing his products on this 
side of the line wherever it {3 possible 
to do so. Western Canada is rapidly 
finding itself. The interest which is 
being shown by the manufacturer of 
the United States in western Canada 
is distinctly related to the interest 
which has been shown by his farmer 
brother.” 
Industrial Opportunities 

To quote the correspondent further: 
“That American capital is most as- 
suredly taking advantage of the in- 
dustrial opportunities in western Can- 
ada was borne upon one’s mind very 
much more forcibly after looking 
about Medicine Hat and the little 
town of Redcliffe, which is situated 
only six miles west of it. During the 
: year nine’ separate’ industries 


entered Redcliffe, representing an in- 
vested capital of $1,750,000, and of 
that amount only $600,000 is Can- 
adian money; the bulk of it came from 
the United States. In fact, the man 
who.induced industries to zo to Red- 
cliffe is'an American. He founded the 
place three years ago, because natural 
gas was to be found there, and he 
knew that it would not be difficult 
[to establish an*industrial community 
at Redcliffe. Medicine Hat also dur- 
| ing the past year has seen eighteen 
new industries located within its 
‘boundaries, representing investments 


of from $4,000 to $1,000,000 each, the 
total amount of invested capital be- 


ing -$4,800,000. A very large propor- 
tion of Medicine Hat's new capital is 
also of American origin. At Calgary, 
too, one finds a company from Min- 
nesota investing two million dollars 
for the purpose of manufacturing trac- 
tion engines, and another’ concern 
from across the border sperding a 
hundred thousand dollars-in a brick 
and clay products plant. 
Where is Jack Canuck? 

The Globe man continues: 

“This industrial development is il- 
lustrated rather graphically on the 
cover page of a special factory edition 
which The News of this city will pub- 
lish this month. The artist pictures 
Miss Medicine Hat standing before 
long, \lanky, benevolent-looking Uncle 
Sam, whose hat she holds in her out- 
stretched hands, and into which that 
wise old gentleman is pouring factory 
buildings and dollars. John Bull is 
shown in the distance, hurrying for- 
ward over the prairie with a bulgy- 
looking grip in each hand. ~ But no- 
where, even on the far-distant horizon 
{s there to be seen a& sign of young 
Jack Canuck. 

In this frank testimony three points 
are worthy of especial emphasis: 

(1). The Toronto Globe's accredit- 
ed agent admits that the national 
Policy of moderate protection is en- 
couraging American industries to es- 
tablish important branch factories at 
a number of strategic points on the 
Canadian prairie. In this way impor- 
tant centres of population are created 
as profitable markets for the neigh- 
boring farmers. 


(3). Eastern Canadian manufactur- 
ers are slow to take advantage of 
the great opening made for them in 
the already great and rapidly de- 
veloping western market. 


Warren Overpack has purchased the 
Purma! Brick Company’s plant, Medi- 
cine Hat, Alta., and will greatly in- 
‘crease its capacity by extending and 
installing new machinery. When com- 
pleted it will have a capacity of 100,- 
000 bricks per day. 


The shareholders of the Alberta 
Rolling Mills Company have increased 
the capital stock from $150,000 to 
$500,000. The increase will be used 
to make further additions to the pre- 
sent plant. 

It is stated that Mr. Felix Frank, 
Prince Albert, Sask., will erect a fac- 
tory to produce nitrogenous fertilizers 
and other chemical substances, which 
would employ 2,000 workmen, 

The William Galloway Co., Water- 
loo, Iowa, U.S.A., has purchased a site 
and will erect an agricultural imple- 
ment plant in St. Boniface, Man. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
will ereot a nine-storey hotel, costing 
$1,000,000, in Regina, Sask.

CANADIAN DEVELOPMENT 
IN MANUFAGTURING WAY 


An English Publication Has an Article 
Setting Forth Some Facts 
Tersely 


’ A Canadian writes Tariff Reform 
Notes, an English publication, as fol- 
lows: 

“I think there are very few people 
in England who have any conception 
‘of what Canada’s development in a 
manufacturing way amounts to, or 
what an important part it plays in our 
national life. Let me give you some 
figures. In 1900, when the previous 
census was taken, the value of the 
output of Canadian factorics for the 
year was $481,000,000. For the year 
1910 when the last census was taken 
the value had jumped to $1,162,009 000 
for the year, a percentage of increase 
which I do not believe has ever ben 
equalled by any other country in the 
world in the same length of time. 
During the ten-year period from 19v0 
to 1910 we added 4,552 new factories 
to those already established in Can- 
ada, or an average of 450 per year, 
or three new factories established for 
every two working days in the year. 

Canadian Employes 

The employes in our factories num- 
bered, according to the census, 511,844, 
which means that one in every four- 
teen of the entire population of Canada 
is actually working in a factory. When 
to these you add, first those who are 
directly dependent upon those, such 
as wives, mothers and children, and 
others indirectly dependent upon 
them, such as the butcher, the baker, 
the doctor, the lawyer, or whoever 
dt may be, I think you will recognize 
what a tremendous portion of the 
population are dependent upon the in- 
dustries for maintenance an” suppcert. 


And that industrial activity and de- | 


‘velopment owes its being almost en- 
tirely to the policy of protection 
which we have adopted. We in Can- 
‘ada think it is a good thing for that 
part of the empire, whatever centre 
it may be, Toronto, Montreal or Win- 
nipeg, if it is being built up and de- 
veloped, rather than Pittsburg, Buffa- 
lo, or Chicago, and we ar: able to 
keep our people at home rather than 
send them by hundreds of thousands 
‘to the United States to look for in- 
dustrial employment which we could 
mot give them in Canada. It is esti- 
mated there are 3,000,000 Canadians 
“living in the United States. There 
are whole cities in New England popu- 
lated by Canadians, getting employ- 
ment In factories which they could not 
find in their own country, but, that 
condition of affairs is changed, and 
to-day the tide is flowing the other 
way. 
Built up Canada 

“Moderate protection has rendered 
possible in the last ‘ew years the 
immense industrial development which 
has checked the outflow of population 
to the United States -nd built up in- 
dustrial centres all over Canada. More- 
over, our tariff has made it possible 
to pay our workmen decent 
(which Engiish workmen do not 
ceive under Free TJrade). A pros- 
perous industrial population in turn 
means that farmers obtain remuner- 
ative prices for their prod: ce.”

But the Western farmer is also a con- 
sumer of manufactured goods, and one 
of the purposes of the ‘‘Made-in-Can- 
ada” train is to give him first-hand 


knowledge of goods made in Canada. | 


In Manitoba, Saskatchewan and AI!- 
berta are many thousands of farmers 
who have come from across the line. 
They are accustomed to American 
products and naturally continue their 
use in Canada. They are ready, how- 
ever to hear and see what Canada 
{s producing. The ‘‘'Made-in-Canada” 
train gives them this information. 
At first hand they inspect Can- 
adian goods. 

Representatives of the firms exhibit- 
ing on the “Made-in-Canada” special 
are on the train, and are glad 
to learn of the natural resources and 
other advantages for manufacturing of 
Western districts visited. Ir fact, the 
manufacturer of the East is depending 
On information gleaned on this trip, 
to give him an idea of whet can be 
done along industrial lines in the 
Prairie Provinces. The exhibition and 
the various features in connection with 
it are thoroughly in accord with 
the policy of encouraging industries 
to locate in the various Western dis- 
tricts. Than this train there is 
no better opportunity afforded of ac- 
quainting the citizens of the West 
generally with the meaning of indus- 
tries to the community. 

The Canadian Home Market Associa- 
tion found it easy to decide to send the 
“Made-in-Canada"” train to the West 
again this year. In the attendance 
and in the synipathetic and intelligent 
interest of visitors to the train last 
year, the trip far exceeded the ex- 
pectations of the committee.

{ SOME POULTRY HINTS

Because some people advocote well 
ventilated poultry houses, do not allow 
the air to enter in such a way as to 
cause a draft. Have all the openings 
in the south side of the house and cov- 
ered with cloth on days when wind or 
storm would blow in. 

A well-known poultry man says he 
has found by experimenting that space 
covered with cloth does not make the 
house any colder at night than the 
same space covered by glass, and the 
cloth gives good ventilation. 

An unsuspecting draft of cold air 
striking the fowls at night while on 
the roosts is responsible for many a 
case af cold antl croup. . 

Milk given to fowls is well adapted 
to egg producton. It may be used for 
drinking purposs, or used in place of 
water to mix with the ashes.

TESTS OF COURAGE |

The custom of courege tests at 
initiations originated away back in 
the Dark Ages when the average se- 
cret society had for its: main purpose 
the extinction of some particular in 
dividual, or set of individuals. It put 
the personal courage of every candi- 
date to the test. It was necessary that 
he be courageous, that he be capable 
of withstanding everything from the 
thumbscrews to the gallows. The 
revelation of a society's secrets a few 
hundred years ago would have meant 
death to every member of the or 
ganisation. Brave men were essential. 
“Riding the goat’ is nothing more or 
less than a test of courage. To the 
spectators, it is funny; to the eandi- 
date, serious. The spectators know 
the goat isn’t apt to create any wide 
havoc; the candidate does not. He 
has only external evidence by which 
to judge. The goat may stumble 
sometimes—in fact, it does. 
the more ritualistic orders does ‘‘goat- 
riding’ in all its various forms still 
retain a certain solemnity of purpose. 
The idea is to test the candidate’s 
confidence in his fellow-members. He 
is assured, first of all that no harm will 
come to him. Then he is plunged 
{nto the midst of seeming danger. He 
is allowed to touch a huge steel 
shield, with sharp spikes projecting 
from it at a hundred points. The shield 
is laid on the floor. The candidate 
is led to a platform six feet above 
it, and told to jump down—on_ the 
shield. He does. The shield proves 
to be rubber. All is well. The candi- 
date has proved his faith in his fel- 
lows. Again—The candidate is bound 
hand and foot. A hot iron is bran- 
dished in front of him. He is informed 
that it is to be stamped on his back. 
He feels it. He smells burning flesh. 
He protests, perhaps—and is shown 
a chunk of ice, together with a piece 
of burned beefsteak. 


DROP INDIAN NAMES 


English and Scotch Cognomens Used 
By Manitoba Red Men. 


Mr. J. K. L. Ross, who went on a 
hunting expedition into the wilds some 
150 miles north of Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
says that the Indians of the Fisher 
River reserve are those who were re- 
moved north from Selkirk some 
twelve or thirteen years ago, and they 
appear to be doing very well, fishing 
and farming. Most of them, although 
they appear to be full-blooded, have 
English and Scotch names; some of 
them explaining that they had been 
adopted into families of Old Country 
origin. 

For instance, Mr. Ross met a man at 
the Fisher River mission named An- 
drew Macpherson,‘ who lives in ahouse, 
teaches school, and is an Anglican by 
religious faith. Two others, whose re- 
spective names.were Robert Rose and 
Jacob Thomas. appeared to be about as 
nearly full-blooded as could be expect- 
ed,
